1 two-story headquarters building, about 
30 meters long, 1 two-story kitchen-end-mess building, 1 gynmasium, 2 
vehicle sheds, about 80 meters long, and 1 large workshop next tc one 
of the vehicle sheds* The installation was enclosed by an iron fence * The 
soldiers, who wore red patches and red cap hands, were observed leaving 
the installation on foot and on trucks,. They only carried rifles and . 
submachine guns* The ’unit was equipped with an undetermined number of 
trucks and Jeeps, which were parked in the vehicle sheds*

northeastern perimeter of the city, directly south of tka road fork of

1 gymnasium and 1 small guardhouse, and was enclosed by. an iron fence, 
about 2 meters high*

sector of the city of Oels (? 52/C 73) and southwest of a seminary was 
occupied . by .a Polish infantry unit wearing red service. color. The 
buildings of the installation were made of stucco, painted yellow, and 
included 6 three-story billets and 2 vehicle sheds, about 50 meters long. 
The installation was enclosed by a mesh-wire fence. Three apartment 
houses occupied by officers and their dependents were locrted opposite 
the installation. Besides small arms, light AT guns and mortars were 
frequently observed in the barracks area. The AT guns, which were ol 
about 45 -*ei caliber, had spoke wheels with pneumatic tires, barrel* 
about 2„5 meters long with' no nuzzle brake, and a split-trail gun 
carriage with round trails. The mortars, which were of about 50-m 
caliber, had a base plate with three snail saw toothed rails on uhe bottom. 
The r or tars were dissaassr.-bled and were carried as packs * Only a & a~.l 
mxc her of trucks were observed*

Irlor to the fall of 1951, ^ ■ a Soviet supply ^ 
denot on the south side of the road to Gross Aarten&erg, about 3 lor. oas'o- 
northeact of the city. The installation was surrounded by a high nesh~wiro 
fence with spotlights, covered an area about 300 x 200 meters, ^ and ^ 

included four two-story storehouses, about 70 raters long. The installation 
was along the side of the road. The buildings were rade of stucco, painted 
gray and had flat tar narer roofs. They wore equipped with wooaen loading 
vmrps connected to the sides fronting the road* The installation had only 
one entrance, which was a paved road, & meters wide, ‘Uid was connected to 
the derot area * According to residents, the installation had a work force, 
consisting of foviet . soldiers. Rations and ordnance supplies were stored 
t^ere* -uarerous wooden barrels and boxes, of various sizes were observed 
between the buildings. Weapon -f ICC to I2C-nr with solid-tiros were soutn 
of the buildings, in five or six rows extending over the entire length of 
the installation. They had disk wheels, split -trail gun carriages and 
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reams rd shields. Between' the spring and the fall of 1951 , there ms 
no change in the arrangement of the weapons* From 10 to 15 trucks with 
Soviet drivers were usually parked in front of th© buildings. Prior 
to the fall of 1951 t Soviet officers and soldiers were also usually 
observed in the city of Oels«
